One  game  was  played 
with  Oakes,  one  with  Kulm,  and  several  with  N.  1.  girls.  The  annual  tournament 
was  held  in  Ellendale  this  year  March  23.  Teams  taking  part  were  Kulm,  Edge- 
ly,  LaMoure,  Oakes,  and  Ellendale.  The  traveling  trophy,  which  must  be  won 
three  times  for  permanent  possession,  has  been  won  twice  by  Edgeley  and  twice 
by  LaMoure.  Last  year  Ellendale  won  it  for  the  first  time. 
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
